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Sugar 

During  197],  world  exports  and  imports  ot  sugar 
declined.  World  sugar  exports  increased  from  an 
average  of  18.0  million  metric  tons  during  1960-64 
to  22.1  million  in  1970  before  declining  to  21. 1  mil- 
lion in  1971.  The  primary  reason  for  the  decrease  in 
sugar  exports  was  reduced  world  output,  along 
with  continued  rising  consumption  in  exporting 
countries. 

Exports  from  North  America,  Europe,  and  the 
USSR  decreased  in  1971  from  the  year  before.  The 
main  factor  in  the  decrease  for  North  America  was 
Cuba,  where  crops  and  export  availabilities  have 
been  smaller  due  to  overcutting  in  1969-70  and 
other  production  factors.  The  USSR  had  less  sugar 
available  for  export  because  it  was  unable  to  get  its 
normal  amount  of  raw  cane  sugar  from  Cuba  and 
because  of  a  short  domestic  beet  crop.  Europe 
exported  less  sugar  during  1971  following  several 
years  of  sluggish  production;  its  good  1971  harvest 
came  too  late  to  affect  trade  during  calendar  year 
1971. 

During  1971,  increased  exports  from  South 
America,  Africa,  Asia,  and  Oceania  only  partially 
offset  the  decreases  from  other  geographic  areas  of 
the  world.  South  America's  increases  were  mainly 
accounted  for  by  Brazil,  where  production  has  been 
expanding.  In  Asia,  which  saw  a  16-percent 
increase  from  1970  to  1971,  larger  exports  by  the 
Philippines  were  the  primary  reason  for  the  gain. 
Australia  was  responsible  for  a  13-percent  increase 
in  exports  by  Oceania  during  the  same  period. 


In  1971,  world  imports  of  sugar  were  down  6  per- 
cent from  the  year  before.  The  main  factor  in  this 
decrease  was  the  reduced  purchases  by  the  USSR. 
Japan  also  imported  slightly  less  sugar,  as  did 
Eastern  Europe,  as  a  whole.  The  United  States,  the 
world's  largest  sugar  importer,  and  the  United 
Kingdom  both  imported  more  sugar. 

Cuba's  exports  of  sugar  to  the  USSR  during 
1971  were  1.9  million  metric  tons,  compared  with 
3.1  million  in  1970.  Japan  was  Cuba's  second 
largest  market  in  1971,  followed  by  Mainland 
China,  East  Germany,  Bulgaria,  North  Korea, 
Chile,  and  Czechoslovakia,  in  that  order.  Cuba  had 
not  exported  sugar  to  Chile  since  1965.  Sugar 
exports  to  all  of  the  other  above  countries 
decreased  with  the  exception  of  North  Korea. 

Molasses 

World  molasses  imports  again  increased  by  a 
sizable  amount  during  1971  from  the  previous  year. 
The  United  States  remained  the  largest  molasses 
importer. 

Japan  increased  molasses  imports  by  34  percent 
during  1971  to  hold  its  second  ranking.  Most  of  the 
European  countries  also  imported  more  molasses  in 
1971.  Inedible  molasses  continues  to  grow  more 
important  as  a  livestock  feed. 

Molasses  is  exported  by  a  large  number  of 
countries.  Mexico,  Cuba,  and  the  Dominican 
Republic  are  the  largest  North  American  exporters. 
The  Philippines  and  Australia  are  also  important 
exporters.
